That any owner of 
silver bullion the product of the mines of 
the United States or of ores smelted ox 
refined In tho United Slates may deposit 
the samo at any coinage mint or at any 
assay office hi the Uni tod States that tho 
Secretary of the Treasury may desig­

DoWitt Talmage D. D., of Brooklyn 
preached in this oity Sunday, 
for his text Acts, xvi., SI: 
“Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved.1* He said: 
Jails are dark, dull, damp, loath­ 
some places even now; but they were 
worse in the apostolic times. I imag­ 
ine to-day we are standing in the Phil­ 
ippian dungeon. Do you not feel tho 
chill? Do you not hear the groan of 
those incarcerated ones who for ten 
years have not seen the sunlight, and tho 
deep sigh of women who remember 
their father's house, and mourn over 
their wasted estates? Listen ngn-ln. 
It is the cough of a consumptive, or 
the struggle of one in a nightmare of 
a great horror. You listen again, and 
hear a culprit, his chains rattling as 
he rolls over in his dreams, and you 
say: “God pity the prisoner.” But 
there is another sound in that prison. 
It is a song of joy and gladness. What 
a place to sing in! The music comes 
winding through the corridors of the 
prison, and in all the dark wards the 
whisper is heard: 
“What’s that? 
What's that?” It is the song of Paul 
and Silas. They cannot sleep. They 
have 
been 
whipped, 
very badly 
whipped. The long gashes on their 
backs are bleeding yet. They lie flat 
on the cold ground, their feet fast in 
wooden sockets, and of course they 
cannot sleep. 
But they can sing. 
Jailer, what are you doing with these 
people? Why have they been put in 
here? Oh, they have been trying to 
make the world better. Is that all? 
That is all. A pit for Joseph. A lion's 
cave for Daniel. A blazing furnace 
for Shadrach. Clubs for John Wesley. 
An anathema for Philip Melancthon. A 
dungeon for Paul and Silas. But white 
we are standing in the gloom of that 
Philippian dungeon, and we hear the 
mingling voices of sob, and groan, and 
blasphemy, and hallelujah, suddenly 
an earthquake! The iron bars of the 
prison twist, the pillars crack off, the 
solid masonry begins to heave and 
rock till all the doors swing open, and 
the walls fall with a terrific crash. 
The jailer, feeling himself responsible 
for these prisoners and feeling suicide 
to be honorable—since Brutus killed 
himself and Cato killed himself and 
Cassius killed himself—puts his sword 
to his own heart, proposing with one 
strong, keen thrust to put an end to 
his excitement and agitation. But 
Paul cries out: 
“Stop! stop! 
Do 
thyself no harm. We are all here.” 
Then I see the jailer running through 
tho dust and amid the ruin of that 
prison, and I see him throwing himself 
down at the feet of these prisoners, 
crying out: “What shall I do? What 
shall I do?” Did Paul answer: “Get 
out of this place before there is an-1 
other earthquake; put handcuffs and 
hopples on these other prisoners, lest 
they get away? No word of that kind. 
Compact, thrilling, tremendous an­ 
swer; answer memorable all through 
earth and heaven: *’Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.”| 
Well, we have all read of the earth­ 
quake in Lisbon, in Lima, in Aleppo, 
and in caraccas; but we live in a lati­ 
tude where in all our memory there 
has not been one severe volcanic dis­ 
turbance, and yet we have seen fifty 
earthquakes. Here is a man who has 
been building up a large fortune. His 
bid on the money market was felt in 
all the cities. He thinks he has got 
beyond all annoying rivalries In trade, 
and he says to himself: “Now I am 
free and safe from all possible pertu- 
bation.” But a national panic strikes 
the foundations of the commercial 
world, and crash! goes all that mag­ 
nificent business establishment. He 
is a man who has built up a very beau­ 
tiful home. His daughters have just 
come home from the seminary with 
diplomas of graduation. His sons have 
started in life, honest, temperate and 
pure. When the evening lights are 
struck, there is a happy and an unbro­ 
ken family circle. But there has been 
an accident down at the beach. The 
young man ventured too far out in the 
surf. The telegraph hurled the terror 
up to the city. An earthquake struck 
under the foundations of that beautiful 
home. The piano closed; the curtains 
dropped; the laughter hushed. Crash! 
go all those domestic hopes, and pros­ 
pects. and expectations. 
So, 
my 
friends, we have all felt the shaking 
down of some great trouble, and there 
was a time when we were as much ex­ 
cited as this man of the text, and we 
cried out as he did: “What «bwR X 
do? What shall I do?” The same 
reply that the apostle made to him Is 
appropriate to us: “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.” There are some documents 
of so little Importance that you do not 
care to put any more than your last 
name under them, or even your ini­ 
tials; but there are some documents of 
so great importance that you write out 
your full name. So the Saviour In 
some parts of the Bible is called 
“Lord,” and in other parts of the 
Bible He is called “Jesus,” and 
In other parts of tho Bible He iii called 
“Christ,” but that there might be no 
mistake about this passage, all three 
names come in together—“the Lord 
Jesus Christ” Now. who is this Being 
that you want me to trust In and believe 
In? You tell me that the contempo­ 
rary writers describe Him, and give 
the color of His eyes, and the color df 
His hair, and they describe His whole 
appearance as boing resplendent 
Christ did not ask John to put bls 
head down on His bosom* Jobn could 
not help but put his head there. Such 
ayes, such cheeks, inch a khtn. flash 
hair, such physical condition mid ap­ 
pearance—why, it must have been 
completely captivating and winsome. 
I suppose a look at Huh waa just to 
love Him. O! there was something sd 
pleasant, so inviting, so cheering in 
everything. lie did, In His very look. 
When these sick onefc were brought 
out did He say: “Take away these 
sores; do not trouble me with these 
leprosies?” No, no; there was a kind 
look, there was a gentle word, there 
was a healing touch. They could not 
keep away from Him. 
In addition to this softness of char­ 
acter, there was a fiery momentum. 
But it was not effeminacy, or insipidity 
of character; was accompanied with 
majesty, infinite aad omnipotent. Lest

He could have taken those 
rocks, and with them crushed His 
cruclfiers. He could have reached up 
and grasped the sword of the omnipo­ 
tent God and with one clean Cut havo 
tumbled them into perdition. But no, 
He was to die. He must die. Bis life 
for my life. His life for your life. O, 
such a Christ as that—so loving, so 
self-sacrificing—can you not trust Him? 
I think there are many under the 
sprit of God who are saying: “I will 
’trust Him if you will only tell me 
how:” and the great question asked 
by thousands in this assemblage is: 
••How? how?” And while I answer 
your question I look up end utter the 
prayer which Roland Hill so often 
uttered in the midst of his sermons: 
Master, help!” How are you to trust 
n Christ? Just as you trust any one. 
You trust your partner in business 
with important things. If a commer­ 
cial house gives you a note payable 
three months hence, you expect the 
payment of that note at the ond of the 
throe months. You havo perfect con­ 
fidence in their ward and in their 
ability. You go home to-day. 
You 
expect there will bo food on the table. 
You have confidence in that. New, I 
ask von to havo tho samo confidence 
In the Lord Jesus Christ 
Ho says 
'You believe; I take away your sins,” 
and 
they 
are 
ail 
taken away 
“What?” you say, '‘before I pray 
any more? Before I read my Bible 
any more? Before I cry over my sins 
anymore?” Yes, this moment Be­ 
lieve with all your heart and you are 
saved. Why, Christ is only waiting to 
get from you what you give to scores 
of people every day. Wnat is that? 
Confidence. If these people whom 
you trust day by day ore more worthy 
than Christ, lf they are more faithful 
than Christ if they have done more 
than Christ ever did, give them the 
preference; but if you really think that 
Christ is as trustworthy as they are. 
,then deal with Him as fairly. 
“Oh,” 
says some one in a light way, “I be­ 
lieve that Christ was Dora in Bethle- 
fienf, and I believe th at Ho died on 
the cross.” Do yon believe it with 
your head or your heart? 
You often go across a bridge you

You do not 
know who built the bridge, you do not 
know what material it is made of; but 
you come to it and walk over it, and 
xsk no questions. 
And here is an 
arched bridge blasted from tho “Rock 
Df Ages,” and build by the architect of 
the whole universe, spanning tho dark 
gulf between sin and righteousness, 
and all God asks you is to walk 
across it; and you start and you come 
to it and you go a little way on it, 
and you stop, and you fall back 
and you experiment You say: “How 
do I know that bridge will hold me?” 
Instead of marching on with firm step, 
asking no questions, but feeling that 
the strength of the eternal God is 
under you. 
O. waa there ever a 
prize offered so cheap as pardon and 
heaven are offered to you? “Without 
money and without price.” No money 
to pay.

Sheriff Alfred Hoskins’ Ruse in 
the Mayberry Case. 


TH E LYN CH ERS DETAINED. 


A Kentucky Spokesman Who 
' Demanded the 
Prisoner 
Lodged for the Night.

The Recorder of Sunday morning de­ 
votes more space to County Clerk Wil­ 
liam, Supervisor Carle and the Gazette, 
accusing the clerk with exceeding hit au­ 
thority and’possesMQg a painful facial 
expression, complimentiag the super­ 
visor on his eloquence and magnetism, 
and denouncing the Gazette for general 
ouesednes*. 
In reply the Gazette will simply state 
that the contract for county printing 
was awarded to the lowest bidder. 
When the county board by resolution 
instructs the clerk to advertise for bids 
on coal, wood, printing or soy other ar­ 
ticle, it become the duty of the olerk to 
place a time limit on bids, and thif is in­ 
variably done. If no limit was necessary, 
bids oould be filed sa long as the board 
wee ia session. The Recorder says that 
“(be end is not yet,” end doubtless re­ 
fers to the time limit. 
Referring to the resolution on printing 
the Recorder says: “ Mr. Williams had 
no power in the matter, in foot the reso­ 
lution wa* to take just that power from 
h im ” This oendil statement places the 
origm of the resolution where ii belongs. 
The author of a resolution should always 
understand its spirit, god should be 
commended for defining it bo clearly. 
“The Recorder thought it more expe­

The death of ex-Sheriff Alfred Hos­ 
kins 
recalls to 
mind an 
exciting 
incident whioh 
oooarred daring his 
term as sheriff of 
Rook county, it 
being one of the preliminary steps taken 
by the mob to lynch Mayberry. 
It was 
on one of the long and hot evenings of the 
early part of July, 1855, that a large and 
motley crowd of people had Mumbled 
on the lower part of the oourt house 
ptrk. At that time Ibis part of the park 
had been taken possession of by the 
ooanty and was used for the purpose Of 
dressing large stone for the new jail, then 
under contract. A large ditoh run diag­ 
onally through this part of the park, 
leaving it at the eoath ooroer, and pass­ 
ing along South First street ti the 
river. Tust part of the park lying north 
of the diteh was literally packed with 
these large flag stones, extending soma 
rods east towards the old Register office, 
near Bluff street. 
On this particular 
long sud hot July evening, doriag the 
progress of the trial, and wnenit had be­ 
come apparent lust Mayberry was guilty 
of the murder, excitement ran high, and 
it was (eared the people could not De 
longer restrained from sots of violence. 
Several gangs of riflemen had congre­ 
gated in the city, all appearing deter­ 
mined and expressing themselves that 
Mayberry should suffer the death pen­ 
alty. Mayor Dimook had issued a pro­ 
clamation, reciting the fact of the mur­ 
der, aud calling on the people to assist 
the offioera in aph. I ling the low. Mayor 
Dimock also, on this particular night, 
called out the fire department, for the 
purpose of assisting in protecting the 
jail. Many of the members responded 
to this osll, sod early in the evenmg the 
jail was surrounded by the department 
in their new red uniforms. 
They boo a 
(ired of military duty, aud being nu' 
armed, did not feel like standing as tar­ 
gets for the mob which had now assem­ 
bled in large number* on tho lower part 
of the park, and they quistly disbanded. 
It WM at about twilight when the as­ 
sembled mob WM called to order, and a 
Captain Dodge, a new oomer of that day* 
hailing from Kentucky, was made chair­ 
man of the meetiug. 
Captain Dodge 
■poke a few miouiee to the crowd, advo­ 
cating the lynching of the prisoner. The 
park now contained several thousand ex­ 
cited people, nearly all clamoring for the 
life of Mayberry. 
Captain Dodge suggested that a com­ 
mittee of three be appointed by the 
meeting, with instructions to wait od 
Sheriff Hoskins and in the name of the 
people, demand the keys of the jail aud 
of the prison.r’s cell. 
The suggestion 
was speedily put in the form of a mutton 
and unanimously 
adopted. 
Captain 
Dodge was appointed as chairman of this 
committee, aud he and his colleagues 
immediately proceeded to the jail fol­ 
lowed by the excited mob. 
Sheriff Hoskins had not been idle all 
this time. He had a sqad of well armed 
end trusty deputies stationed inside the 
jail 
bail ding, determined 
that 
law 
should be respected. Captain Dodge and 
his oommitt >emen rang the d>or bell. 
Sheriff Hoskins opened the door, when 
Captain Dodge, with considerable cere­ 
mony and bluster, made known his posi­ 
tion and bis errand. 
Sheriff Hoskins 
politely invited the committee into hi* 
parlor. They accepted the invitation* 
That WM the Im! the mob saw or 
heard of 
the committee that night 
Sheriff Hoskins placed them under ar­ 
rest end detained them in jail over night* 
After howUng around the jail for an hour 
or two, the mob dispersed. 
Things did not move as smoothly, 
however, on the following night. A large

curred at his home on North Bluff street

Mr. Hopkins was bom at Soipio, Cay­ 
uga county, New York, February, 1807, 
and WM therefore nearly eighty-three 
yearajold at the tune>f his death. 
He 
WM raised on a farm. He received a 
common school education, and at the age 
of .twenty-one he .began life for hinwelf; 
he worked at farming in summer aud in 
winter taught aohool. 
He followed this 
occupation for seven or eight years, be­ 
ing a very thorough and •uooeaafui 
teacher. 
In January, 1834, "at Scipio, he WM 
united in marriage with Mibs Phoebe 
Ann Tompkins, ton children) being the 
frail of this union. Five inm ve the 
father, they being Mise Lucinda Hos­ 
kins, Mrs. W. O..Butler, of attila oily, 
Mr. J. A. Hoskins, of Harmony, Mr. 
Robert W, Hoskins, of 
MoOulloeb, 
Texas, Mrs. Mary M. Lane, of this eity, 
and Mr*. W A. Webster, of Ashland, Mrs. 
Hoskins died on May 7th, 1880. 
| Mr. Hoskins first oame to Wisconsin in 
1844, aud soon after purchased a large 
tract of. land in the townships of La 
Prairie and Harmony, engagi' g exten­ 
sively in farming, in which he 'w u very 
successful. He WM frequently call 
upon by hie fellow townspeople to fill 
the various publio officer, aud represent­ 
ed hie town in the ooard cf supervisors 
several year*. In 1854 he WM elected 
sheriff of Rook ooanty, being the first 
republic in elected to that office in the 
ooanty. The office WM one whioh he 
filled with credit not only to himself but 
to the people. It WM daring bi* term 
of office that the Mayberry murder trial 
took ptaoe. In 1867 Mr. Hoskins pur­ 
chased the fine residence property et 209 
North Bluff street, moving hie family 
thereto, smoe whieh time the oily has 
been hie home. He has spent several 
winter Basions in California, and bad 
jail conoladed arrangements to spend 
the remainder of Uhs winter rn that 
country, and intended to leave for the 
Paoifio o ast in a few deja. 
Few men in Rook ooanty of the old 
pioneers, were better acquainted or held 
in higher esteem than he. 
He w 
man of strong convictions, yet he w u 
always willing to listen to end frequently 
respected the wiahM of others even to 
his own disadvantage. 
Kind-hearted 
and generous to a fault, he WM a molt 
agreeable companion aud accommodat­ 
ing neighbor. The family will have the 
sincere sympathy of many friends 
their indden and Md bereavement. 
The funeral will be beld from the 
bouse, 209 North Bluff street, et half 
p u t two o’olook to-morrow,(Tuesday) 
afternoon.

Selection o f thm B eat 
" *A down East' Yankee farmer al­ 
ways had remarkably fine crops o! 
wheat, so much so that his neighbors 
were in the habit of resorting to him 
for seed grain. He kept it a profound 
secret as to how he was able to pro­ 
duce such a fine variety, calling it 
'barrel wheat.' At last it came out, 
and his system was very simple, 
He 
set a barrel at his barn, and taking 
the sheaves of wheat one at a time in 
his arms, knocked the heads of grain 
over the edge. 
By this means only the 
biggest and ripest dropped off, and 
this, when cleaned and sifted, gave 
him seed which produced the biggest 
crops of the district. It is by adopting 
this principle of selecting the best that 
Improvement is to be sought, only the 
process must begin further back. No 
doubt our threshing machines act the 
part of selectors in separating out the 
tails and rubbish, but a great deal 
more than that la necessary. Aa we 
said, the process must begin now for 
next season. 
The part of the growing 
crop which appears best to suit the cir­ 
cumstances of the farm ought to be 
noted—stiffness of 
straw, vigorous 
growth, large heads, and grain, early 
ripening, etc.—and this part allowed 
to become as ripe as possible without 
shedding the seed, and to be afterward 
kept separate. It should not be rubbed 
too much in the thrashing, so that the 
seed coats shall be preserved as much as 
possible, while the after dressings 
should be carried out so as to get the 
beet possible 
sample. 
Passing 
it 
through the winnowing-machine in the 
ordinary way is not enough; it should 
be passed several times, and as the 
wind is the best separator of light and 
heavy, an extra strong blast should be 
turned on. 
If several quarters of grain 
were prepared in this way, and sown 
on land in a fair state of cultivation 
and manurial condition, and the pro­ 
cess of selection repeated in the same 
way next season, it is certain that in 
the course of a few years a farmer 
would develop a strain better adapted 
to his farm than any outside variety 
could possibly be. Much might be 
done, of course, by trying several 
kinds to begin with, so as to find the 
best one for a 
work."

For many purposes sponges are su­ 
perior to any other substance on ad. 
count of their peculiar structure. 
No 
bath room or wash stand is complete 
without a large sponge. After this 
cheap and easily-attained luxury is 
once enjoyed it would be hard to per­ 
suade the owner to do without it 
In 
buying a sponge, always purchase of a 
reliable dealer, avoiding all tempting 
bargains in bleached sponges, which 
have probably been used in hospitals, 
and for purposes not pleasant to think 
of. For the bath, choose a soft, fine­ 
grained sponge. After using, a sponge 
should be washed and then rinsed in 
clean water and perfectly dried. 
A 
small piece of sponge is particularly 
good to wash a spot off a coat, vest, 
or other garment, as it leaves no lint. 
For washing woodwork, a largo coarse 
sponge is very nice. 
It holds plenty 
of water and there is less danger of 
splashing the wall than with a cloth. 
By the use of a damp sponge a car­ 
pet may be perfectly fi*eed of dust and 
dirt without sweeping, and no article 
need be removed frem the room. Take 
a bucket of tepid water and dip a sponge 
in it; wring until damp. 
Commencing 
At one corner of the room, wipe each 
Width of tho carpet with the sponge, 
always rubbing across the breadth. 
Rinse the sponge after wiping a yard 
or two of the carpet. 
When the floor 
is about half gone over, renew the wa­ 
ter in the bucket. 
A handy, economical lamp-chimney 
Cleaner can be made in a few minutes 
by fastening a small bit of sponge to 
tho end of a stick.

A correspondent of the New York 
Mail ana Express asks: “Can you sug­ 
gest a wholesome variety of food for 
our breakfast table? The family phy­ 
sician prescribes a good meal at the 
begumifig of the day, but the appetite 
of some in our house languishes.” 
Where. strict economy has not to be 
studied, there should be little difficul­ 
ty, but it is well, if possible, for the 
IfiiBtress to have in her mind a sort of 
dietary routine for some ten days or a 
fortnight. Some cookery books give 
lei chapters on breakfast and sup- 
dishes; in others hints may be got 
from the list of entrees. 
Presuming 
Ujat nitrogenous and ' *reiishy” articles 
ufo chiefly meant, there is a wide 
ice in bacon, fried or boiled; ham, 
and cold; chops and steaks; san 
sages, hot and cold (the latter not dis­ 
tressing bilious people); pickled pork; 
cola tongue; pates of potted meats 
(which are quite wholesome if turned 
out et once on opening the tins); sar­ 
dine^; kidneys and sweetbreads, fish 
fried, or smoked fish broiled; omelets 
and eggs boiled and poached; various 
kinds of seasoned meat pies. 
Any ol 
the above may of course be wholesome 
and unwholesome for different people. 
The well-known “excellent substitute 
for butter at breakfast.” put on butter, 
may get down another slice, and is 
mbst wholesome; dry toast, allowed 
get cold, may sometimes be eaten 
after everything else. If more bulky 
farinaceous food ie desired, and appe­ 
te fails for porridge, hominy dr 
read aud milk (Which should be at. 
ked first, if fulfil)* potatoes mashed 
cold ques roughly mashed and done 
with pepper and salt in the frying-pan 
frill often be eaten with some of the 
above, and so will tomatoes nicely 
grilled or stewed. 
And, finally, it 
helps along to drink coffee made with 
three-fourths of boiling milk, making 
the coffee rather strong, of course.
